A flotilla of three submarines left the Kronstadt naval base about 20 June 
1949- These submarines,, built in 1948, are of the w W M (sic) type* of 300- 
ton displacement* and designed for long-distance cruises*. This flotilla 
maneuvered for about three weeks in Egtonian waters. It was determined 
during these maneuvers that there submarines attain a speed of 20-24 knots* 
submerged. When all engines and equipment were completely installed* tho 
flotilla sailed through the Belomorsk! ( Vhite Sea) Canal to Belomorsk and 
Murmansk. 


At Baltilsit and Murmansk the equipping of the submarines was completed by 
specialists in air weapons and rockets* These men came from the experimental 
center for special weapons in !&iibyehev. 

Toward the end of August 1949 the flotilla broke up. One submarine remained 
at the Murmansk submarine base for further navigational experiments and train- 
ing in deck rockets of the 7 type, series AB-9 (250 to 400 km range). The 
other two Joined a special fishing expedition, named the Slava, Stalina (Glory 
to Stalin), which made a long cruise in October or Novemb er 1949 below the 
Antarctic Circle. Tho purpose of this Antarctic cruise, HHBHHHIHHi 
wa3 twofolda as a shake^dowa for the new submarines, and as a test for anti-** 
radar equipment installed in them. One of the types of antl-re&ar equipment 
used is placed in the periscope.
